Ten years ago this winter I stood in the 


mg California stamp mill at Virginia City, 
Nev , watching the sixty ponderous 250- 
pound weights thundering on the quartz 
The pulp wa» being stirred in the great 
pans; the tailings were going out down a 
flume like a mill race.

Congressional Forecast*. 


WASHINOTON, Jan. 81.—80 much time 


was occupied by the Senate last week In 
the consideration of Mr. Beck's bill pro- 
hibiting members of Congress from acting 
as attorneys or employes for subsidized 
railroads, that the oBtlook for work by 
that body this week is very much like that 
forecasted for the six days last past. Mr. 
Beck threalens to disturb the order of 
business continually till his measure, 
which lias pone to the loot of the cal- 
endar. Is cither taken up or disposed of, 
or given its former poslllon before the 
Senate. Ills therefore llkoly that efforts 
will be made frequently by its author 
to secure consideration of th9 bill. Mr. 
Allison hopes to have the Sundry Civil 
Appropriations bill considered to-day, but 
says, as does Mr. Sherman, that it Is Im- 
possible to anticipate the work beyond 
that time. The utter failure of the Re- 
publican Senators on Saturday to agree 
upon a single measure for consideration 
shows how much at sea 'the majority 
members are, so far as working to an end 
is concerned. Ills agreed that there Is at 
least four times as many bills as can be 
considered at this session, which demand 
equal attonllon, and that the best that can 
be done is to arrange from day to day the 
measures to be disposed of. 


There will be a regular free-for-all race 


between the various chairmen of commit- 
tees for consldaratlon of measures In the 
House this week, and It Is almost as diffi- 
cult to anticipate the order there as In the 
Senate. Chairman Belmont of the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs says he Intends 
to antagonize a consideration of the 
Pleuro-Pneumonla bill to-day with ite 
Consular and Diplomatic Appropriation 
bill, and It Is probable that he will suc- 
ceed. The Consular and Diplomatic bill 
may occupy two or three days In discus- 
sion, as It proposes a reorganization of, 
or certain changes in the service, which 
will meet with stern opposition. The 
Senate bill ou the fisheries question, 
authorizing the President to refuse ad- 
mission to our ports to Canadian vessels, 
is expected from the committee on foreign 
affairs on Wednesday or Thursday, and as 
It Is a privileged matter, may be taken 
up at once. Then there are a number ol 
measure* in conference, and any of these 
may be reported and taken up at any 
time, as they are privileged. They are the 
Anti-Mormon bill, the Fortification bill, 
the bill providing for a public building at 
Cnattanooga, the 
bill 
restricting the 


ownership of lands to the territories to 
American citizens, the bill to tax fractional 
gallons of distilled spirits, the bill repeal- 
Ing the pre-emption timber culture and 
desert land laws, and the bill relating to 
contested elections. 


Chairman Herbert, of the committee on 


naval affairs, will some time during the 
week ask the Houee to oo'nsider the Naval 
Appropriation bill, whloh will take some 
time, as it contains new matter. 


It is not among the Improbabilities that 


during the week Chairman Tucker of the 
committee on Judiciary will ask the House 
to consldsr the bill which some weeks ago 
was passed by the Senate, changing the 
presidential Inauguration day from the 
fourth of March to the thirtieth of April. 
The committee lateads to agree upon a re- 
port, If possible, on Tuesday. Chairman 
Tucker, to whom as chairman of a com- 
mittee, the measure -was some time ago 
referred, le strongly in favor of the bill, 
but he wants some amendments made'to 
It 
He wants to change the time for be- 


ginning and ending the sessions of Con- 
gress. He thinks Congress should meet 
every year, about the first Tuesday or 
Wednesday after the first Monday In 
January, and hold limited sessions. Mr. 
Dates, of Alabama, a prominent member 
of the committee, favored this amendment, 
but says it should limit the sessions to the 
Ut of July. Mr. Parker, of New York, 
another Influential member of the com- 
mittee, Is inclined to favor the Tucker 
ameddmenls, while all the members of the 
committee believe the bill will be reported

Inspector Byrnes. After returniuR from 
the Tombs police .-curt yesterday after- 
noon Unger appeared very nervous, and 
when near the Central offlc* be turned to 
Inspector Byrnes and said: 


•'You are trying to hang me, ain't you " 
"You know whether you have eommitr 


ted any crime or not," the inspector r*- 


PlOn reaching headquarters, the prisoner 
was taken to his cell and looked up. At 
six o'clock last evening, Unger was taken 
out of his cell and shown the trunk In 
which the remains of his victim had been 
packed. The accused man shuddered at 
the sight of the trunk and turned away. 
The saw, hammer, and knife were then 
.hownhim. The sight of the weapons 
with which the crime had been committed 
was too much for the wretched assa-." 
who almost fell to U»e floor with fear, 
prisoner was than led back to his eel 
again, but before being looked up Inspect- 
or Byrnes told him that when he was 
ready-to tell the truth to let him know. 


AtVlne o'clock Unger called the turn- 


key and requested an Interview with the 
taspector. 
The prisoner was brought 


from his cell and taken to the inspector s 
nrlvate offlce, where he said he was ready 
to tell the whole truth. Unger then, In the 
presence of Inspector Byrnes and severa 
witnesses, made the following statement 
of his crime: 


"I live at No. 22 Ridge street. _ 


known August Bohle since November, 
188ft. I first met him in my lager beer 
saloon in Bldridge street, where he called 
upon me about an advertisement I had put 
in a paper lor a partner. But we could 
not agree about the price, and I sold the 
place out, and soon alter Bohle came to 
live with me in Ridge street. The agree- 
ment was that he should pay half the rent 
and oue-thirt of the household expenses. 
After supper on the night of Thursday, 
January SO, Bohle and myself were alone

We 
then grappled, and he picked up a knife 
and attempted to stab me. 1 ran into tho 
bedroom mid picked upa hammer from off 
the chest 
He made another attempt a* 


me with the knife and I received a slight, 
cut on the hand. 1 then strnck him with 
the hammer and he staggered. 1 struck 
him aeain, and the head of the hammer 
entered deep Into bia skull up w in* 
handle, und he fell dead on the sofa. 


This was about ten o'clock. 1 expected 


my son home, and m order to conceal the 
remains of the dead man, I took the oody 
from the sofa and laid it on the floor 1 
then took the cot upou which Bohl« used 
to sleep and placed it over tile body and 
covered it tip with the bed clothes. When 
my son came home 1 told him that Bohle 
had gone out. 
Shortly afterwards went 


to bed In the same room with the dead 
man.

son bad gone to work 
I went to Grand 


street, bought a saw tor ninety centa »ad 
two yards of rubber. Before returning to

house, 1 took several drinks of

1 then starved to cut the body- 
up with a saw. I ftret sevei-fHl the head 
from the body, wrapped il in paper and 
laid it aside. 1 then cut, both legs off anil 
I think the left arm; and finding the legs 
too long to put m the trunk, I cut both 
feet off and placed them in the truuk. I 
then planed the body on top of the leirs uud 
the arms mi top of the body. 1 wiped up the 
blood with some clothing of the deceased 
and some paper, put, them in the trunk 
and tied the trunk up. 1 then »>fl the 
house and went to Ihe Unind street ferry, 
carrying the head with me. 1 boarded a 
Williamsbui'K boat, and when in mid- 
stream 1 threw the head in the river. I 
then went to the res.dL-ni-0 of Henry 
Hiegel, No 203 Throop h»i-eel.

Western hunters and plningmen agree 


that this is the best season for antelope 
that Montana baa seen for years. 
Where they como from It ia hard to tell, 
for it was supposed that the herds of 
domestic cattle had driven thorn away 
with the buffalo, who a lew years ago 
retired to more remote postures, It is 
probable that they 
have 
migrated 


south from British territory, where the 
cold has already sot in rather early. 
Probably the favorite stamping-grounds 
of tho buffalo at the present writing are 
the Saskatchewan Plains, and It is also 
probable that the antelope are not far 
from the buffalo. 
Nevertheless, while 


but few blion are to be found in Mon- 
tana this year, the antelope are back 
among us in nearly as great numbers 
its of yore. Paymaster Whipple, of the 
regular, arm?, returning a few days 
ago from an overland trip to Port Ma- 
gTnuls, on the Mustelsbell, reports see- 
ing numerous bands of antelope along 
his route ot travel, some of which ran 
up into the thousands. All the deer 
and antelope bagged this season appear 
to be in the very finest condition. Cer- 
tainly the haunches of venison and ribs 
of antelope brought into this post by 
Indiana to sell are exceedingly fat, rich 
and juicy. 


To hunt the antelope successfully1 re- 


mi Ires more than ordinary skill. 
With 


the exception of mountain shesp, ante- 
lope are the most difficult game ani- 
mals to approach on this continent. A 
oear will stand tip and actually seek 
tight; a buffalo bull will run at first, 
but once wounded a stand-up fight to 
the bitter end is the probable outcome; 
an elk cnu be approached and slain 
without exercising extraordinary pre- 
cautions, and a deer Is sometimes as 
dangerous and as belligerent as a moun- 
tain lion. On tho other hand, the an- 
telope first, last and all the time de- 
pends upon his legs for safety, and it is 
fair to »ay that they are the 'fleetest, as 
thov are the most graceful of quadru- 
ped's, There is no fun lu atore for the 
greenhorn who attempts to hunt this 
animal without understanding its ways 
and habits. Anybody can hunt and kill 
ft bison, a bear and many of the other 
large game animals; but the antelope 
demajulB the most skillful of huntsmen 
to compute with its keen senses of sight 
and smell, not to speak of that other 
important adjunct, extreme fleetness of 
foot The power of scent is wonderfully 
acute in them, for it seems 
that 


they can siftell a man at six hundred 
yarili and beyond with the most aston- 
ishing exactness. Their tenacity of 
life is beyond all conception. I have 
frequently scon antelope with one leg 
nhot nwny and hanging by the tendons 
alone outrun and escape from the fleet- 
est plains ponies. Their race is not a 
long one (not more thnii aix or seven 
miles), and 
it 
ift possible that 
an 


American liovso might run them down, 
but as n rulo nothing on the prairie can 
catch them, and tho greyhound is about 
(lie only four-footod beast in existence 
Unit cnu la- depended upon to keep 


| pace with them and possibly outrun 


tin-in.

man's method, and hn generally bags 
three times as much game as any two 
w h i t e men, unless tho latter adopt the 
(iiinic tactics. 
Ninety per cent, of all 


tlie game secured by Indians is shot 
within three linndred'yardd. They are 
everlasting crawlers and simply no 
good at all beyond the three hundred- 
yard limit. 
On the other hand, awhile 


man plunges ahead in his natural, 
happy-po-lucky 
fashion, scares the 


gnme, thus giving it a good send-off, 
nnd then blazes away while tho animals 
are on a dead run. ' I have discovered 
many valuable pointers as the result 
of long experience, and note a few ol 
them for the benefit of those who have 
a notion to try their hand at stalking 
antelope. 
When a band scents or sees 


yon they run across the wind for about 
nine hundred or one thousand yards, 
and then turn and run straight UD the 


wind. Tbe spucics are victim* of in- 
tense curiosil \ .11.d at times have n alkcd 
straight into'di-alli-traps, :ill the while 
knowing and scenting danger, yet so 
unboundwil is their curiosity to investi- 
gate strange and unusual objects that 
they areunable to withstand the tempta- 
tion to look Blittle deeper and satisy this 
truly feminine instinct. A hunter in fall 
knowledge of this failing either flags 
them or sticks weeds into his hat while 
crawling. So long as not seen and 
particularly not understood, they will 
not run, but merely bound a few steps 
at a time, then halt, or else run around 
the strange object in a circle. Even 
if scented, though not seen, antelope 
will want to know more about you and 
the object of your visit before taking 
to their heels. 
An excellent lime to 


junt them is ju.«t before sunset and 
when about lo teek cover or a bed. (jet 
to the leeward ami betwi-en them and 
the sun when the latter is about to 
drop behind tho hills; then walk slowly 
towards the game with as little motion 
ns possible. 
Unless scented there is 


little danger of a disturoanco or of 
flight, for this particular animal, gifted 
with Mich keen evesight, can 
not 


Ht-cany thing that is between them and 
the sun. I have often approached to 
within one hundred yards of a band by 
adopting the tactics named, and yet 
they did not become alarmed. 
Buffalo 


will also pass to the windward, like 
their cousins of the antelope family, 
but they will stand no such foolishness 
as sun blindness. 
A red flannel shirt 


is extremely fascinating to antelope; 
also a red handkerchief or any thing 
else of a crimson hue. As a rule 
these animals browse in small bands of 
fifty or sixty, ami If in large numbers 
among the 
foothills, on 
the open 


prairie, or elsewhere, a close examina- 
tion will discover them to bo congre- 


atcd in smaller groups of four or live 
men, who, aruia the multitude, keep 


closely herded among 
themselves. 


They are neat, clean cut, handsome, 
and as dainty as a lady in their diet, 
feeding as they do on the tenderest 
stalks of grass and the 
delightful 


prairie clover. Astonishing as it may 
seem, a crippled animal is, or appears 
to bo, tbe fleetest of them all, as he 
:enerally takes the lead, the whole 
tand following whither he goes. 
I once made an important discovery 


lu hunting which I have frequently 
tried on antelope with marvelous suc- 
cess. It Is to load with two ball in- 
stead of one. The method named is of 
no service whatever except at short 
range. At distances beyond two hun- 
dred yards and even a little less it 
proves a failure; but I have found it to 
work like a charm at one hundred and 
fifty yards and under. 
Antelope are 


such everlasting flyers that after being 
shot to death they run a tremendous 
distance before falling; but in the case 
of catching two balls instead of one, 
I 
have 
never 
known 
an 
ante- 


lope 
to 
run 
more 
than 
fifty 


yards 
before 
going 
to 
grass. 


For the Springfield 
breech-loader, 


which I use on all my hunting trips, 
besides the ordinary cartridge case 
which holds the charge of powder and 
the conical bullet, weighing five hun- 
dred grains, I also carry a round ball, 
the caliber of the gun, which I first in- 
sert In the breech and then shove the 
metal cartridge in afterwards. At one 
hundred yards the spread is not more 
than three inches, and at one hundred 
and fifty yards both shots are pretty 
apt to catch the beast somewhere 
It 


is surprising how quickly an antelope 
will come to a halt with two bullets 
shot through him instead of one. 


Speaking of their tenacity for hold- 


ing on to this world, I will relate a cir- 
cumstance which occurred 
in this 


country not long since, and of the 
truthfulness of which there can be no 
question. 


An antelope was killed by a hunter, 


who found imbedded in the flesh of the 
animal a knife nearly ten inches in 
length, including handle and blade. 
We "often hear of human beings carry- 
ing on their persons and in their flesh 
an ounce or two of lead, which after 
settling down into some quiet spot is 
heard of no more and gives little 
trouble thereafter. 
But who ever 


heard of an antelope with a half-pound 
knife sticking in its body and none the 
worse for it? The animal in question 
when killed was in tine condition, fat, 
and plump, and apparently in no way 
disabled from its remarkable wound. 
The knife extended on the right side 
of the neck, just before the shoulder, 
passing about half an inch from the 
heart, the point sticking into a rib, 
which evidently held it in place. 
The 


whole knife was covered by tin- skin. 
The wood part of the handle fell in 
pieces as the knife was being taken 
out, 
showing that it had been confined 


for some time. 
Evidently it must have 


been in the flesh for years, as the wood 
had decayed and the skin of the animal 
had entirely covered the butt of the 
weapon. 
How ever the instrument 


came to be in such a strange place 
must forever remain a mystery. Prob- 
ably some Indian came suddenly upon 
the animal and, having no weapon 
handy, threw the knife at the buck, 
where it lodged as described. Cer- 
tainly the antelope suffered little from 
the inconvenience, and made up his 
mind, true to his nature, to live on in 
spite of the little drawback of a ten- 
inch knifo under his ribs.—Fort Keogli 
Letter in Philadelphia Times.

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—In 1858 I left New 


York city as a foremast hand, and a Yery 
poor one at that, hi a first Clara clipper bound 
via Cape Horn for San Francisco. I did not 
gee New York again until 1871 and bad beard 
nothing whatever of the changes occurring 
during my absence. When -I did return I 
looked for tbe New York of 1856, and could 
not find it. I put up at a hotel near tbe city 
hall. Wben night oatr.e I was surprised to 
Bnd a sort of graveyard quietness beginning 
all about. In 1856 all tbe theatres were in 
that part of the city. Wallaek's old theatre 
(the Star) was there, then the farthest 
uptown. 
Union 
square was then 
the 


limit of a Broadway promenade. All the 
principal retail stores were below the square. 
Stewart's down town store (they called It 
"Stewart's palace" then) was the fashionable 
shopping miter. Burton's theatre on Cham- 
bers street, the Broadway, the National and 
Barnum's museum were all within 8ve min- 
utes' walk of each other. That section was 
tlii-n rl-e nucleus of Now York as its nucleus 
of 
''res fashionable hotels and the most 


appi-uMid pliw-es for paying high prices for 
ihings in now between Union square end 
Forty-second street. * 


I was two days in New York before I found 


where the hub of tbe town had gone. I was 
as the stranger in a strange land. The cur- 
rency was new. Oyster stews bad gone up 
from a "shilling" to twenty cents. Shillings 
and "sixpences" had disappeared altogether. 
Drinks had been raised from three and six to 
ten and fifteen cents. But the quality of the liq- 
uor had not always been raised with the price. 
Worse than all did the bobtail car bother me. 
I had never seen such a thing before. I did 
not know wliere to put my money or how to 
make change with the driver, and in my ig- 
norance stuffed a ten-cent shinploster in the 
car's contribution box, thinking, or rather 
hoping, that in some mysterious way tbe con- 
cern might make change for me on its own 
hook. After I bad so put it in before sundry 
amused passengers 1 knew I had inade a 
blunder, and left the cor long ere I reached 
my destination to avoid their silent ridicule. 
I had not then the moral courage to face my 
own ignorance. 


In " '50" the oyster saloon gave you a cur- 


tained stall all to yourself, instead of massing 
its tables ail in one room, thereby subjecting 
you to the chance of a disagreeable neighbor 
with your fry. 


The manger system of feeding had not 


then come into fashion. The oysters of that 
era were better because they were not then 
so long subjected to the artificial torrid heat 
day hi and day out of tbe present saloon, 
which ruins a certain freshness that cannot 
even be maintained on. ice. The oyster sa- 
loon of that tame hung out as a sign a red 
balloon, Into which a candle was thrust at 
night. 


Photographs weio then called "daguerreo- 


types." Houses over six stories high were 
unknown. There was still good snipe shoot- 
ing on the Hoboken marshes. 
Divorced 


wives were curiosities. 
A clergyman who 


had been to Palestine was still somebody. Hip 
pistol pockets and derringers were unknown. 
Cheap and reaily means for killing (like oui 
dollar six-sliooter of cest Iron with full set of 
cartridges) weie not procurable. Reporters 
were neither as pold or dangerous as at pres- 
ent. 
Interviewing asu science had not been 


developed 
Tho "supe" at the theatre was

I have seen them an part of the fur 
nishmg of a chuivh pew. Tbe average sermon 
of that time was plainer and hotter than at 
present. Allegoi K'al interpretations of scrip 
tural texts were much less used. Hell then 
was hell and heaven was heaven, and if 
man or woman went to cue place he buruec 
forever, and if to the other he did not. The 
congregation did moie of the Miigiug them 
selves than now 


The city hull anil French's hotel are now 


to mo tlw only remaining fwituies of the sec 
tiou surrounding City Hall square. On ar 
rival of the California stealings French' 
hotel would swarui with bearded men fre», 
from the mines, and ready for tbe fray witl 
the pains and pleasures of the town. TIi 
"cash girl" had not appeared, and large dry 
goods stores were r.ot juvenile dry nurseries 


Even the "dickey" had not quite gone ou 


of fashion in 1850. It was a 
subterfugt 


bosom, tied with strings to the uuisculini 
breast over a plain, unstarched shirt front (o 
an unclean start-bed one). 
Cases were known 


in those days where no shirt was worn at all 
But such were extreme, cases, if not hare 
ones.
